Honors and Awards 


—Indicted by the U.S. Department of Justice and tried in Federal 
District Court in Los Angeles on 12 felony counts, facing a 
possible prison sentence of 115 years, 1971-73, for copying and 
releasing to the Senate Foreign Relations Committee and then to the 
New York Times, the Washington Post and 15 other newspapers 
(despite federal attempts at injunctions) the Pentagon Papers, a 
4000-page, 43-volume Top Secret history of U.S. decision-making in 
Vietnam, 1945-68. All charges dismissed on May 11, 1973, by the 
federal judge on grounds of a pattern of gross governmental 
misconduct against me, including criminal violations which led to 
the conviction of a number of top Nixon Administration officials 
and which were major elements in the impeachment proceedings 
against President Nixon which led to his resignation. 

(Those later arrested for the break-in to the Watergate 
offices of the Democratic National Committee had originally been 
hired by the White House to "neutralize" me, which led them, among 
other things, to burglarize the office of my former psychoanalyst 
seeking information with which to blackmail me into silence about 
Nixon's Vietnam policy of secret threats of escalation, and later, 
just before the Watergate operation, to seek to "incapacitate me 
totally" while I was speaking against the war on the steps of the 
U.S. Capitol. Concealing these crimes ordered from the Oval Office 
was the primary motivation for President Nixon to participate in a 
criminal cover-up and obstruction of justice during "Watergate.") 

—Over sixty arrests, with 30-40 trials, for non-violent direct 
actions during the last twenty years, protesting and resisting U.S. 
policy on nuclear testing, the development of nuclear weapons, and 
interventions in Central America and the Gulf War. These included 
five arrests at the Rocky Flats Nuclear Weapons Production Facility 
(I was a principal organizer of the Rocky Flats Truth Force, 1978- 
79) , five or six at the Nevada Test Site (including the first 
direct action at the Test Site since the '50's, in 1981, and a 
back-country action with Greenpeace to Ground Zero, delaying the 
Mighty Oak Test in 1986 which threatened to end the Soviet testing 
moratorium), four at Livermore Nuclear Weapons Development Lab, and 
several at the White House protesting U.S. offensive action in the 
Gulf War.
